There were 10,000 com- 
plaints to the city last year - one- 
third higher than the year before. 
"There are lots and lots of people 
who are having a devastating 
experience with bedbugs," said 
Renee Corea, who helped start 
the coalition New York vs. Bed 
Bugs after being bitten. 

New Yorkers called 311 with 
9,213 bedbug complaints in the 
last fiscal year, up 33.7% from 
the year before. That probably 
understates the problem, Corea 
said, because uncounted num- 
bers of New Yorkers call exter- 
minators instead of phoning 311. 

The worst hot spots are in 
central Brooklyn, where the 
number of complaints doubled to 
1,132 in just one year. 

Significant increases in 
infestations were also reported in 
northern and eastern Bronx, in 
midtown Manhattan, in the 
Rockaways and a section of east-

ern Queens, and on the North 
Shore of Staten Island. 

The New York City 
Council’s Committee on 
Consumer Affairs, chaired by 
Deputy Majority Leader Leroy 
Comrie held a joint hearing with 
the Committees on Health and 
Sanitation at City Hall on 
February 24 to discuss the City’s 
growing number of bed bug 
infestations. 

The hearing centered around 
three bills introduced by Council 
Member Gale Brewer that seek 
to improve the City’s administra- 
tive and technical mechanisms 
for increasing consumer aware- 
ness in choosing informed exter- 
minating services. 

Bed bugs are small, wing- 
less insects that are the size of a 
poppy seed at birth and grow to 
approximately one-quarter inch 
in adulthood. They can range 
from a white or tan color to a 
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deep orange or brown, and can 
hatch between one and two eggs 
per day, accounting for hundreds 
over a lifetime. 

Bed bugs feed on the blood 
of warm-blooded animals, gener- 
ally when the animal is asleep. 
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When a bed bug eats, it first 
releases saliva into the skin, so 
the host does not feel the contact. 

Bed bugs can be found 
worldwide and have recently 
experienced resurgence in North 
America, Europe and Australia . 


Some attribute the increase in 
their population in the United 
States to restrictions on DDT, a 
chemical formerly used to eradi- 
cate bed bugs, that is now being 
phased out in the U.S. due to 
concerns of human toxicity. 
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Good sanitation and hygiene could help stop the bugs! 


n unprecedented epidemic of 

blood sucking bed bugs has 
emerged in New York City, accord- 
ing to reports from the city’s housing 
officials. 

The number of infestations has 
increased more than tenfold in the 
last three years and no neighbor- 
hood, no matter how up-market, is 
immune. 

The nocturnal insects once 
associated with dog-houses and 
slums are now causing havoc in 
some of New York's most exclusive 
districts. 

A pest control operator told the 


Daily News that during the past six 
months he has been treating materni- 
ty wards, five-star hotels, movie the- 


aters, taxi garages, investment 
banks, private schools and law firms 
for bed bugs. 


The bugs have been with us for 
a long time, however they are 
spreading to more areas. There were 
some 537 reported cases to the hous- 
ing department in 2004, and 82 land- 
lords were given court summonses. 
Up to last June that number soared 
to 6,889 complaints and 2,008 sum- 
monses. 

Bed bugs emerge from wood- 
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work at night to feed on the blood of 
mammals. When they bite people 
they leave large, itchy welts on the 
skin that can cause considerable dis- 
comfort. They can be brought into 
houses on clothing or luggage. 

We are very concerned that the 
increased infestations are not just 
confined to dog-houses and slums, 
but in buildings that are well-kept 
and managed. 

One expert is attributing the 
infestation to the reconditioning of 
old and used beds and mattresses as 
well as the low-toxicity pesticides 
being used by pest control operators. 


The pesticide DDT virtually 
wiped out bed bugs in the USA in 
the 1940s and 1950s, but after it was 
banned infestations increased again. 

Bed bugs are very prolific. The 
city should fast-track the implemen- 
tation of new laws to monitor and 
restrict the refurbishing used mat- 
tresses. Citizens should have access 
to environmentally friendly, but 
effective pesticides to control the 
pest. We must educate the public on 
measures to control the bugs. 

People should practice good 
overall sanitation and_ personal 
hygiene to stop the bugs.

Comrie Cancels Subscription to NY Post 


Urges Community to 
Continue Boycott 


ew York City Council Deputy 

Majority Leader Leroy Comrie (D- 
27th District) announced recently that he 
had formally cancelled his office’s sub- 
scription to the New York Post, in 
response to the racist cartoon published on 
February 18, which depicted police offi- 
cers killing a chimpanzee and likening it 
to President Obama. 

“While the apology made by New 
York Post chairman Rupert Murdoch was 
welcome, I believe that the boycott should 
continue,’ stated Council Member 
Comrie. “I have joined the NAACP and 
the National Action Network in their call 
for the Federal Communications 
Commission to review federal policies 
which allow the Post’s parent company, 





Entryway Collapses 
Inside Bronx Building 


Residents of a Bronx apartment building 
say poor maintenance led to the collapse 
of their entryway early last Monday. 

The collapse happened at 2734 
Bainbridge Avenue in Bedford Park. 

The Department of Buildings' web- 
site shows there's no outstanding viola- 
tions and only two complaints against 
the building. But residents say problems 
with the building run rampant. 

"We as residents of this building 
have to worry about kids and people 
walking through and the floor caving in 
on them. The building is pretty old it's 
about 80-years old so you know what 
can you expect," said Jamel Dow, a res- 
ident. 

"This building is really old, I'll tell 
you what it's poor maintenance here, 
super doesn't do anything here so it was 
bound to happen, one way or another," 
said Aaron Williams, a resident. 











News Corp., to own multiple media out- 
lets in the same market. 

“I believe it’s dangerous for one enti- 
ty to have so much control over the dis- 
semination of news, especially when that 
entity can callously engage and initially 
defend such racist images in its publica- 
tions. NewsCorp not only controls a major 
daily publication in our City, but also two 
local television stations and_ the 
Community Newspaper Group, which 
consists of numerous neighborhood news- 
papers across the city.” 

Council Member Comrie has mailed 
correspondence to hundreds of his con- 
stituents in Southeast Queens to join him 
in the boycott and send a message to News 
Corp by exercising their economic clout 
and not buy the New York Post. 
Additionally, he has called on the publica- 
tion to divulge the number of minorities 
working in its newsroom. 

“T continue to believe it’s important 
for newspapers to make a commitment to 
ensure that their newsrooms reflect the 
diversity of the City and nation,” contin- 
ued Council Member Comrie. “The bene- 
fit of having diversity not only in the 
newsroom, but also at the publication’s 
supervisory level could have made all the 
difference in the world, with respect to 
this cartoon. The decision by the New 
York Post to run this despicable cartoon 
would indicate that this publication has 
room for growth in this area. Certainly, if 
NewsCorp can own great diverse local 
publications such as Caribbean Life, 
Bronx Times and Times-Ledger, they 
don’t have to look far to bring qualified 
editors and reporters of color into the 
newsroom of the New York Post.” 

The American Society of Newspaper 
Editors (ASNE), the main organization of 
daily newspaper editors, conducts an 
annual national census of daily newspa- 
pers that examines the number of minori- 
ties (Asians, Blacks, Hispanics and Native 
Americans) in the newsroom. 


The 2008 census reveals that the 
14.7% of the staff of the New York Daily 
News are people of color. The New York 
Times (17.3%), Newsday (25.1%), AM 
New York (18.8%) and the Wall Street 
Journal (20.4%) each responded to the 
survey. The New York Post failed to do so. 








Gunshot Detection 
System for Mount 
Vernon and Yonkers 


Yonkers Mayor Phil Amicone and 
Westchester County officials recently 
announced a high-tech collaboration to 
curb gun violence by bringing state-of- 
the-art gunshot detection technology to 
the cities of Yonkers and Mt. Vernon. 

Yonkers Mayor Amicone, Mount 
Vernon Mayor Clinton Young, Yonkers 
Police Commissioner Edmund Hartnett, 
Mount Vernon Police Commissioner 
David Chong, joined County Executive 
Andy Spano and county legislators at a 
press conference recently to discuss the 
county's plans to purchase and install a 
sophisticated network of sensors that will 
detect gunfire and pinpoint its precise 
location for police. 

The sensors inform police within 
seconds after gunshots sound, enabling 
officers to respond to the scene immedi- 
ately, even before they receive a 911 call. 

Mayor Amicone said, "Violent crime 
rates in Yonkers have continued to drop, 
not only because of the quality communi- 
ty police work being done by our officers, 
but also because we've made a commit- 
ment to outfit them with the equipment 
and technology they need to do the job. 

Gunshot detection will be another 
important tool in law enforcement's arse- 
nal that will enable police to respond 
quickly and accurately. 
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Brooklyn 
Assemblyman 
Felix Ortiz calls for 
Strip club tax 


Brooklyn Assemblyman Felix Ortiz is 
proposing a $10 tax on patrons of nude 
and semi-nude dance clubs and strip bars. 

The Democrat, who brought the 
nation its first law against driving while 
using a cell phone, said the tax revenue 
would help victims of human trafficking. 

"Moneys generated have the potential 
to be a tremendous boost to these groups," 
Ortiz said. "Through this bill, New York 
State will continue to forge a path for 
other states to follow." 

The bill calls for the $10-a-patron tax 
for any so-called adult entertainment busi- 
ness that serves food and drink and pres- 
ents nude or partly nude dancers. The bill 


doesn't have a Senate sponsor yet. 





Manhattan Doctor 
Allows Patients To 
Choose Sex Of Baby 


A fertility doctor is causing controversy 
over his offer to create genetically-engi- 
neered babies. 

Dr Jeff Steinberg, who operates clin- 
ics in Manhattan and Los Angeles, has 
already allowed thousands of parents to 
select the gender of their babies. 

According to published reports, 
Steinberg says that within six months, he 
will be able to let parents choose their 
baby's eye, hair, and even skin color. 

While there are no state or federal 
laws against the process, critics say it's 


unethical and may not even be possible. 





More people taking 
public transit 


While politicians debate whether or not to 
rescue the MTA to prevent fare hikes and 
service cuts, a new report shows the bor- 
ough had the largest increase in bus rider- 
ship in the city over the past five years. 

An average of 558,919 people rode 
the bus in the Bronx on weekdays in 2008, 
which is 43,840 more people than in 
2003, says a report called “Transit 
Overload” put out by the Center for an 
Urban Future. 

Twenty Bronx subway stations also 
had 50% or greater increases in riders. 

“This shows how dependent this bor- 
ough is on public transportation. It is 
extraordinary,’ said Jonathan Bowles, 
director of the Center for an Urban Future. 

“More of the Manhattan workforce 
has had to move to the outer boroughs. 
For the most part, new immigrants do not 
have cars,’ he continued. “The rise in 
congestion and oil prices nationwide and 
in New York has been pushing people to 
transit.” 

As in past years, the Yankee Stadium, 
Third Ave. at 149th St. and Parkchester 
subway stops saw the most riders. 


Hundreds Mourn Jamaicans 
Who Perished In Plane Crash

undreds of mourners led by Deputy 

Consul General of Jamaica, Mrs. 
Tracey Blackwood, New Jersey Governor 
Jon Corzine and Bloomfield City 
Councilman Nicholas Joanow, packed into 
the Jersey City Assembly Hall of 
Jehovah’s Witness on Saturday, February 
28, to remember four Jamaicans killed on 
February 12. 

The four, all from one family, per- 
ished when the Continental Connection 
Flight 3407 from New Jersey to Buffalo, 
NY, crashed during bad weather on 
approaching the Buffalo Airport, killing 
all 49 passengers aboard and one person 
on the ground. 

The majority of the more than 1,000 
mourners attending the memorial service 
did not know those who died but came out 
nonetheless to show their support. 

David Tanelli in his ‘funeral dis- 
course,’ highlighted a very close knit fam- 
ily, united in its zeal for helping others to 
know what the Bible teaches. 

Donald Mossop served as an elder for 
over a decade in the North Congregation 
of Jehovah’s Witnesses in Montclair, NJ. 
He worked as a technician at Xerox for 
over 22 years. 

“From the time he was a child, he had

a passion for learning how things worked 
and fixing them when they were broken,” 


noted Brett Jackson, a North Congregation 
member. 

Donald’s wife, Dawn, an executive 
secretary with Schering-Plough, was 
remembered as someone who was enthu- 
siastic about life and who loved to spend 
time with her siblings. She was an out- 
standing cook who impressed many with 
her culinary skills. 

Shawn Mossop, the couple’s 12-year 
old son was remembered as an academi- 
cally gifted child at math, science and 
writing. He told teachers he wanted to be 
an engineer. 

Ferris Reid, Dawn’s sister, was a reg- 
istered nurse with the Patient Care 
Services of East Orange, NJ. 

Family members travelled from 
Jamaica and Canada to attend the service. 

Speaking with JIS/NY News after the 
service, Brett Jackson said, “the North 
Congregation of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
deeply misses these persons given the 
warmth and love they demonstrated to all 
but they look forward to being reunited 
with them in the righteous new world that 
the Bible foretells that this earth will be 
transformed into by God’s Kingdom”’. 

The family thanked the Jamaican 
Consul General for her prayers and sup- 
port. 


NYC man pleads guilty to election night hate crime 


A man accused of leading an election night 
rampage that put one victim in a coma told 
a judge Monday he organized the attacks 
because he was drunk and angry about 
Barack Obama's victory. 

Ralph Nicoletti, 18, made the state- 
ments in federal court in Brooklyn as he 
pleaded guilty to hate-crime assault. He 
faces 12 years in prison if the judge accepts 
the plea agreement at sentencing on March 
23. 

Nicoletti told U.S. District Judge Carol 
B. Amonthat that he and three other men 
were monitoring election returns on the 
Internet at a makeshift clubhouse in their 
Staten Island neighborhood when they 
decided that if Obama won, they would "go 
after black people" they assumed had voted 
for the Illinois Democrat. 

"T was drunk. I was angry," Nicoletti 
said when asked by the judge why he did it. 
The remaining defendants — two other 
white men and one Hispanic man — had 
previously pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
charges. They each face up to 10 years 
behind bars. 

Prosecutors had accused Nicoletti of 
driving the group to a black neighborhood, 
where they stopped a Liberian immigrant 
and beat him with a metal pipe and police 
baton. 

They later pushed a black man to the 
ground, demanded that a Hispanic man tell 
them how he voted, and yelled profanities 
about Obama as they drove past blacks at a 
hair salon, court papers said. 

Finally, the defendants used their car to 
run over a white man, Ronald Forte, who 
they mistakenly believed was black, the 
papers said. The victim was in a coma for 
several days but survived.

year in capital.

UK says ready to oust Turks and 
Caicos gov for corruption charges 


LONDON, England: 

Britain said last Monday it was ready to 
remove the cabinet and elected assembly of 
a Caribbean colony, the Turks & Caicos 
Islands, after an investigation found evi- 
dence of widespread corruption. 

A Commission of Inquiry was set up 
in July last year to look into whether there 
had been corruption involving past or pres- 
ent elected members of the islands' House 
of Assembly, the 21-member parliament. 

The island group, whose population is 
about 32,000, is marketed by its tourist 
board as a paradise of unspoiled beaches 
and coral reefs. 

The head of the Commission, retired 
judge Robin Auld, said in an interim report 


US companies get 
Cuba trademarks, 


wait for change 


HAVANA, Cuba: The opening of a 
McDonald's in Communist Cuba seems 
unlikely any time soon, even with US 
President Barack Obama in the White 
House and the prospect of better US-Cuba 
relations on the horizon. 

But the fast food giant is one of many 
US companies that have an estimated 5,000 
products trademarked in Cuba, waiting for 
the day they might finally land on the island 
separated from the United States by the 
Florida Straits and a vast ideological gulf. 

The list includes ubiquitous symbols of 
capitalism such as Nike, Visa, and 
Starbucks and some that might surprise, 
including former basketball stars Magic 
Johnson and Patrick Ewing and the caped 
crime-fighter Batman. 

As recently as December the Cuban 
Office of Intellectual Property registered 
trademarks for new products for Coca-Cola, 
Google and Ford Motor Co. 

Many US trademarks date back to 
before the January 1, 1959 revolution that 
put Fidel Castro in power and transformed 
the island from a capitalist US ally into a 
communist foe. 

Their names - among them Aunt 
Jemima, Timex, Quaker Oats, M&M's, 
Polaroid, Kodak, General Motors, Texaco - 
- invoke a time when Cuba was a consumer 
society with an affinity for US goods, most 
of them unavailable since the US imposed a 
trade embargo against the island in 1962. 


that his enquiries had turned up informa- 
tion pointing to a "high probability" of sys- 
temic corruption in Turks & Caicos. 

"Coupled also with clear signs of 
political amorality and immaturity and of 
general administrative incompetence, they 
have, in my view, demonstrated a need for 
urgent suspension in whole or in part of the 
Constitution," he said. 

Auld's report painted a chaotic picture 
of the islands, saying government was at a 
near standstill, the cabinet was divided and 
the financial position was so bad that the 
government could not pay many of its bills. 

The islands suffered from "chronic ills 
collectively amounting to a national emer- 
gency," he said.

Caribbean Populated Areas 
Largely Unaffected By 
Foreclosure Woes 


By CWNN Staffwriter 
As U.S. foreclosure rates continued to 
show an upward spiral according to latest 
figures, area in states with large Caribbean 
populations seem largely secure from the 
foreclosure crisis. 

A CWNN analysis of the latest fore- 
closure data from RealtyTrac staffers 
show that while for the third month there 
was an increase in foreclosure rates, 
Caribbean populated cities in states like 
New York, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Washington, Philadelphia and 
Massachusetts are largely exempt from 
the crisis. 

In New York, where Caribbean 
nationals call Brooklyn, southeast Queens 
and the Bronx homes, most of the foreclo- 
sures were reported in upstate New York, 
home to largely native-born Americans. 
Erie and Orange counties were most 
affected as was Suffolk County in Long 
Island. 

In Philadelphia, areas home to many 
Caribbeans, in Philadelphia and 
Montgomery County, are not even on the 
foreclosure radar according to the report. 

Neither is Boston, Massachusetts or 
Baltimore, Maryland, areas which many 
Caribbean nationals call home. Also MIA 
from the list are Alexandria, Virginia and 
Washington, D.C., areas that are also 
increasingly home to many Caribbeans. 


In Connecticut, Hartford, home to 
hundreds of Caribbean nationals, has been 
put on the medium level of the list while 
in New Jersey the story is the same for 
Essex County. 

Areas in Florida and Georgia, where 
many Caribbean nationals live are howev- 
er,beginning to appear on the high end of 
the foreclosure ranks. 

In Georgia, areas like DeKalb, Fulton 
and Gwinnett are starting to show up on 
the upper levels of the foreclosure list with 
over 1,000 foreclosures reported in those 
areas. 

In Florida, Broward County, home to 
a significant percentage of Jamaicans, 
Haitians and other Caribbean nationals is 
extremely high with over 5,000 foreclo- 
sures. 

The numbers have landed both 
Florida and Georgia among the nation’s 
10 highest foreclosure areas. 

February 2009 U.S. Foreclosure 
Market Reports, shows foreclosure filings 
— default notices, auction sale notices 
and bank repossessions — were reported 
on 290,631 U.S. properties during the 
month, an increase of nearly 6 per cent 
from the previous month and an increase 
of nearly 30 per cent from February 2008. 
The report also shows one in every 440 
U.S. housing units received a foreclosure 
filing in February.

WwW the winter all but over and 
summer climes not too far in 
the distant future, it might be no sur- 
prise that youths in the Bronx and 
nearby environs are beginning to 
think about options to explore in the 
summer.

Two Predictors for Your 
Child’s School Success 


Researchers examining the best predic- 
tors of school success cite a child’s early 
academic and attention skills. 

In kindergarten, a child’s ability to 
master math concepts, as well as, early 
language and reading skills predicts later 
academic achievement. 

These academic tasks include: hav- 
ing the knowledge and understanding of 
numbers and the order of numbers, 
knowing letters and understanding their 
sounds (phonetics), and having a range of 
vocabulary. 

Attention skills in early childhood 
also play a role in later achievement. 

Specifically, a child’s ability to 
inhibit impulsive behaviors, concentrate 
while working on tasks, and remain moti- 
vated to learn. 


Children with Hearing 
Loss should Receive Early 
Intervention 
Children with hearing loss that is detect- 
ed at an early age should receive early- 
intervention to have positive outcomes. 
Children are commonly screened for 

congenital hearing loss as newborns. 

Children who are not indentified 
until much later experience delayed lan- 
guage development, cognitive perform- 
ance, social skills, and academic per- 
formance. National guidelines recom- 
mend universal screening by one month 
of age, detection by three months, and 
appropriate intervention no later than 6 
months. 

A recent study, at the Rhode Island 
universal newborn hearing screening 
program, found that children with mini- 
mal/mild hearing loss had significantly 
lower number of phrases understood, 
words understood, and gestures made 
when compared to children with moder- 
ate/profound hearing loss. Positive gains 
were also observed for children with 
hearing loss who received early inter- 
vention at 3 months and younger. 

These children had significantly 
higher receptive and expressive lan- 
guage abilities when compared to a 
group who received early intervention at 
3 months and older. 

It is unclear whether children with 
moderate/profound hearing loss will 
eventually catch up to children with 
mild/minimal hearing loss, but it is 
advised that all children with hearing 
loss receive specialized early interven- 
tion services.

Fewer City Schools Make 
'Needs Improvement’ List 


Fewer city schools have made 
the state's list of those needing 
improvement. 

A total of 401 schools are 
on the list this year, that's down 
from 432 last year. 

The state says 34 schools 
were added to the list this year, 
while 48 schools were dropped 
from the list, including 
Landmark High School in 
Manhattan. 

"It shows that we're actu- 
ally improving academically 
and we're doing our work and 
we're just not slacking and 


doing nothing in school," said 
Ingrid Diaz, a student at 
Landmark High. 

"They're not in school 
with us so they're just judging 
us on test scores. What I feel 
they should do is they should 
come put themselves in a 
child's point of view," said 
Stephanie Clemente, a student 
at School for the Physical City. 

In all, 543 schools across 
the state made the list. 

The findings are required 
under the No Child Left 
Behind Act.

How to Diagnose Problems 
With Your Hard Drive 


Your hard drive contains all of your 
important data, like the Windows 
Operating System, pictures, music, 
and other data you do not want to 
lose. Keeping track of the health of 
your hdd is a dubious chore. 
Unfortunately, most people do not 
realize there is a problem before it's 
too late and they lose all of their 
data. 

















You can spot early warning 
signs of imminent failure if your 
hard drive has SMART technology. 
SMART stands for Self-monitoring 
Analysis and Reporting 
Technology and will often give you 


a notice if the drive is experiencing 
problems. If you see a warning like 
that at boot, be sure to backup you 
data and buy a new drive. 
Generally speaking, if you 
begin getting errors or blue screens 
that you cannot recover from, or if 
you occasionally cannot boot into 
Normal Mode or Safe Mode, then 
your hard drive might be on the 
way out. 
Problems will start intermit- 
tently and gradually grow worse. 
If you start experiencing these 
problems, you can try running 
chkdsk. Chkdsk will repair errors 
(if you specify that) and make sure 
data is no longer written to those 
areas of the disk. To run a chkdsk, 
right click the hard drive and select 
Properties. Under the Tools tab, 
click Check Now in the Error 
Checking area. A box will pop up. 
Choose Automatically Fix Errors 
and Scan for and attempt recovery 
of bad sectors. You will likely need 
to reboot before the check begins 
and it could take quite a while.

drive appears correctly in the BIOS 
and in My Computer. For instance, 
if the drive once reported it was 20 
Gigs and now reports as 13 Gigs, 
there could be a problem. 

Listen for strange noises from 
the hard drive. You have been using 
your PC for a long time, if the hard 
drive begins making scraping, 
churning or any other sounds out of 
the ordinary, then it could mean the 
drive's actuator arm is damaged or 
perhaps the ball bearings on the 
spindle are starting to go. 





Comcast: Exposed User Data Not From 
Internal Leak

Comcast now believes a phishing or mal- 
ware scam is to blame for exposing hun- 
dreds of its customers' user names and 
passwords. A list containing around 8,000 
names was discovered by a PC World 
reader this week and brought to the com- 
pany's attention. 


Information Exposed 

The list, which had been posted on docu- 
ment sharing site Scribd, was found by 
Kevin Andreyo -- a educational technolo- 
gy specialist and university professor in 
Reading, Pa. Andreyo read our recent 
report on people search engines and decid- 
ed to follow its suggestions to see what 
kind of dirt he could dig up on himself. 
While detailed personal information is 
common to those types of searches, 
Andreyo never expected to come across 
his actual user name and password for his 
Internet service provider. 

"IT thought, 'All right, this doesn’t 
seem like this should be available to the 
public,' " he says. 

Andreyo went on to contact both 
Comcast and the FBI. The document is no 
longer online, though it still lives on in 
various cache and online history services. 


party attack -- most likely phishing- or 
malware-oriented. 

"We're trying to figure out exactly 
how this information could have been 
assembled," Comcast spokesperson 
Charlie Douglas says. "We have no reason 
to believe, though, that any Comcast sys- 
tem was compromised." 

Comcast is in the midst of contacting 
all of the customers whose data was 
exposed. After examining the list, the com- 
pany believes the number of affected users 
is far less extreme than it first appeared: 
The majority of the user names, Douglas 
says, were either duplicates or old and 
inactive accounts. Only 700 of the 8,000 
user names listed, he believes, were actu- 
ally authentic and unique. 

Comcast is now working with Internet 
crime investigators to determine how the 
data was obtained. 


Community Concern 

For Andreyo, the conclusion is of lit- 
tle comfort. He questions the phishing 
explanation - he's confident his computing 
knowledge and active security systems 
would keep him protected from such 
threats - but more troubling to him is that 
he was the first to take action after viewing 
the list. By the time Andreyo came across

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March 20 Marks National Native 
HIV/AIDS Awareness Day 


ALBANY, N.Y. - The third annual 
observance of National Native 
HIV/AIDS Awareness Day is Friday, 
March 20, a time to bring attention 
to the serious toll the epidemic has 
taken on Native communities. 
HIV/AIDS is a critical and continu- 
ing health issue among Native 
Americans in New York and across 
the nation. 

Even though the numbers of 
HIV and AIDS diagnoses for Native 
Americans are small, when popula- 
tion size is taken into account, 
Native Americans had the third- 
highest rate of HIV/AIDS after 
blacks and Hispanics/Latinos in 
New York from 2005-2007. 
Nationally, there are nearly 2,300 
Native Americans living with the 
disease. Of these, approximately 140 
are Native Americans in New York. 
According to the federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, the 


leading risk factor for HIV national- 
ly for Native Americans and Alaska 
Natives is male-to-male sexual con- 
tact for men and heterosexual con- 
tact for women. 

"HIV/AIDS remains a serious 
health threat to the Native American 
community," said State Health 
Commissioner Richard F. Daines, 
M.D. "That's why it is critically 
important that prevention programs 
be tailored to the specific needs of 
this population. The Department 
remains strongly committed to 
addressing this challenge." 

Each year, the state Department 
of Health (DOH) provides more than 
$700,000 to Native organizations for 
HIV testing, prevention and support- 
ive services in their communities. 
Programs are designed to reflect the 
cultures, beliefs and practices of the 
people to be reached, and many 
include intergenerational compo- 


nents where elders are involved with 
the education of the young. 

"It's important to remember that 
cultural and historical factors need to 
be considered if we want to be suc- 
cessful in our work to prevent and 
treat HIV infections in these com- 
munities," said Humberto Cruz, 
Director of DOH's AIDS Institute. 

According to U.S. census esti- 
mates, there are more than 90,000 
American Indian and Alaska Native 
persons living in New York. While 
most all live in or near sovereign 
nations, territories, reservations and 
villages, approximately 11 percent 
are located in urban or suburban 


areas. 

Those who live in rural areas 
may be less likely to be tested for 
HIV because their access to testing 
is limited, and because of concerns 
about confidentiality in close-knit 
communities.
